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On December 5, 2005, Atmos Energy Corporation (“Atmos”) filed an application  

requesting to extend its Demand-Side Management (“DSM”) program and DSM Cost 

Recovery Mechanism (“DSMCR”) for 3 years, through December 31, 2008.  Atmos’s 

DSM program and cost recovery mechanism were initially approved as a 3-year pilot, to

run through 2002, as part of the settlement in Case No. 1999-00070.1 It was later 

approved for 3 additional years, to run through 2005, in Case No. 2002-00405.2 On 

December 12, 2005, Atmos supplemented its application to request an increase in the 

DSM Balance Adjustment (“DBA”) component of its DSMCR.  

Atmos’s DSM program provides annual funding of approximately $200,000 for 

weatherization programs for low-income customers. The cost to an average residential

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customer for the funding of the program is approximately $1.20 annually.  Atmos’s 

application to extend the program and DSMCR for an additional 3 years was supported 

unanimously by its DSM Collaborative.3

Atmos’s December 12, 2005 supplemental filing includes a request to increase 

the DBA component of the DSMCR from $0.0001 to $0.0031 per Mcf.  The increase is 

based on an under-recovery of approximately $31,000 during the 12 months ended 

September 30, 2005.4

Based on a review of the application and Atmos’s supplemental filing and being 

otherwise sufficiently advised, the Commission finds that:

1. Atmos’s request to extend its DSM program and cost recovery mechanism

for 3 years, through December 31, 2008, is reasonable and should be approved.

2. Atmos’s request to increase the DBA component of its DSMCR to $0.0031 

per Mcf is reasonable and should be approved.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Atmos’s DSM program and cost recovery mechanism shall be extended 

for a period of 3 years, from January 1, 2006 through December 31, 2008.

2. The DBA component of Atmos’s DSMCR shall be increased to $0.0031 

per Mcf, effective January 1, 2006.

4 Adjustments to the DBA are made on a regular annual basis, based on the 
over- or under-recovery for the 12-month period ending September 30th of every year.
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3. Within 20 days of the date of this Order, Atmos shall file its revised DSM 

cost recovery tariffs showing the date issued and that they were issued by authority of 

this Order.
